ILLEGAL PARTY BUSSES TOUR 
DEAD HAMPTONS CLUBS 

Hamptons Police Department officers shut down 
an unregistered fleet of party busses that were 
allegedly running an illegal tour circuit with 
stops at some of the East End’s most infamous 
former nightclubs and bars. Essentially a club 
on wheels, each “Beatz on the Beach Tourz” bus 
featured a full complement of specialty alcohol 
shooters, pumping house music and a variety of 
flashing lights to, as they explain on their website, 
“recreate the Hamptons party scene of old.” 


Police received complaints after the busses, 
running almost around the clock on weekends 
this summer, began disturbing neighbors during 
stops at various tour destinations, including 
the former sites of Summers and Neptune (aka 
Neptunes, aka the Drift Inn) on Dune Road in 
East Quogue and Hampton Bays, Canoe Place 
Inn (CPI) in Hampton Bays, Marrakesh in 
Westhampton Beach and Tavern in Southampton, 
among others. 

“The music from those busses was so loud 
we could hear them before we could see them,” 
one neighbor, who asked not to be named, said 
near the former site of CPI, which is being 
restored to reflect the inn’s historic significance, 
before it became a symbol of fist-pumping, 
nightclub excess. “All these shirtless, muscle- 
head guys would pile out to look at the CPI 
structure and, I assume, reminisce or, for the 
younger ones, dream of an era they missed,” the 
miffed resident said, adding, “They also relieved 
themselves regularly, and that’s just not ok, 
not at all.” 


Force Johnson, CEO of Beatz on the 
Beach Tourz, explains that his operation is 
“simply capitalizing on something the 
Hamptons has lost, and that many of us 
want back,” noting, “Look, bro, you see how 
many busses I’m running? There’s a reason 
for that. People miss the heyday, the good 
times, baby. Back before this scene died and 
disappeared, we’d come out here and enjoy two 
or three days of bumpin’ tunes, sexy ladies, sea 
and sand, and getting’ super loose, dawg, super 
loose. But those days are gone. So we're just 
reliving it and showing a new generation what we 
did here.” 

Johnson and his drivers and _ business 
partners have all been cited for multiple 
violations, including trespassing, disturbing 
the peace and operating illegal bus tours. 
Property owners at each of the former 
nightclubs and bars on the tour have filed cease 
and desist orders, making it a punishable offense 
if Johnson or his Beatz on the Beach Tourz 
busses return. ga

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Mecox Inlet? 


A New Cut Forms as Mother Nature Has Her Way at Mecox

any celebrities own mansions directly on 
beautiful Mecox Bay. It’s secluded, peaceful 

and quiet. There is fishing, clamming and boating 

in the pond, and the ocean beach is just a barefoot 


walk away. Among those living on or near Mecox 
Bay include Rick and Kathy Hilton, Alan Alda, 


Jennifer Lopez and Ramona Singer.

there can bring tens of millions of dollars. 

But now there is trouble at Mecox. It began on 
April 2, when the ocean, usually separated from 
the pond by a sandbar, began pouring water 
into it at high tide and flushing out the water 
at low tide, in a way that the local trustees have 
been unable to stop. No one can recall this ever 
happening like this. The immediate result, after 
more than three months, is that Mecox, even at 
high tide, is not deep enough for boating. At low 
tide, it’s almost empty. Mother Nature is having 
its way with it, and the long-term result could be 
that Mecox might permanently turn into Mecox 
Inlet. With global warming, the seas are rising, 
as you know. And here it’s been all this time with 
no end in sight. 

If there’s an upside to this, it’s that Mecox 
is now great for clamming and fishing. Wear 
waders. The creatures of the sea—eels, fluke, 
stripers, clams, bluefish—are now abundant here, 
because they thrive in the saltier sea water now 
in the bay. 

The current situation may be exacerbated

by the global-warming phenomenon, but the 
fact is that humans have meddled with the 
water in Mecox several times a year, opening 
it and closing it, for a very long time. It’s an 
artificial arrangement. But it’s not an artificial 
arrangement set up by the rich around it. It was set 
up by the original settlers in 1644 when they first 
got here. 

Way back then, the Indians stayed away from 
Mecox because it was just a big, buggy swamp. 
It would naturally fill up from underground 
streams, fill to the brim and then overflow its 
banks to trickle through the swamps. Finally, 
it would get high enough that, on its own, it 
would overflow into the sea for a while. Then it 
would stop. ae 

The English settlers decided to turn the 
swamps into rich, arable farmland. Every six 
months or so, they'd have the town church bells 
rung, which meant every able-bodied man had 
to immediately come down to the ocean with 
shovels and picks to join in a community effort to 
artificially “let” Mecox. In half a day, they would 
have a ditch dug in the sand linking the sea to 
a spot just at the edge of it. Then they'd shovel 
through that edge, and Mecox would “let” out its 
water in a great rush until it was nearly empty, 
an event that might take five hours. When it was 
done, they’d go into the breach and shovel back 
in the sand they’d removed, to close it. Then 
they’d go home. And if you didn’t come when the 
church bell rang? Slackers would be sentenced to

time in jail or in the stocks, so they wouldn’t soon 
do that again. 

This artificial opening and closing of Mecox has 
continued on for nearly 400 years. The trustees, 
elected officials, meet and decide when to do 
it. When let, the salinity becomes saltier. When 
sealed, it becomes more like fresh. They consider 
the needs of the fish and shellfish, and also of the 
residents, since sometimes the pond is so high it 
is flooding yards, septic systems and basements— 
they get an earful from the residents—and 
they decide. 

I spoke for a while with Bruce Stafford, one of 
our trustees. 

“We let Mecox on April 2,” he told me. “Usually 
we don’t like to do it in April because that’s when 
many birds arrive, mate and nest. But it got 
really high with the winter rain, and we had to. 
We let it for five hours, then sealed it up with 
the sand we had dug, then we left. Two days 
later, Mecox was back open. The sea opened it. 
And now we can’t close it. Not only because we 
don’t have the sand anymore, or that the sea will 
just reopen it, but because endangered birds, 
least terns and piping plovers, are nesting near 
the cut and we are not permitted by the DEC or 
the Fish and Wildlife Service to disturb them. 
It’s the noise our heavy equipment makes. We 
could get arrested. I mentioned the helicopters 
make a lot of noise, they said that’s not our 
department. Well, it’s in the hands of Mother 
Nature now.” fi

M y wife and I had a dinner date at 6 p.m. 
at the 1770 House in East Hampton last 
Thursday with a woman who has half a million 
followers on social media. For the purposes of 
this story, she will remain nameless. 

It’s only 10 minutes for us to drive from our 
home to Main Street in East Hampton. On this 
day, traffic was horrific, the wolves weaving in 
and out among the sheep with reckless abandon. 
It took 20 minutes in this melee on Main Street, 
so we were going to be a bit late. 

Because of that, as we drove down Main Street 
out of the business and toward the pond where 
the 1770 House is, I suggested to my wife that 
I just drop her off so dinner drinks could get 
started while I found a parking space, and she 
agreed to it. After she got out, I drove just a little 
further on, and on my side of the road, lucky me, 
I came upon probably the only empty parking 
space along that half-a-mile stretch between the 
business district and the pond. It was plenty easy 
for my car to fit into, but when I did it I was so 
excited, 1 wound up too far from the curb—far 
enough to find a ticket on my windshield after 
dinner if I didn’t fix it. 

And so, I got back in the car and began backing 
and forthing in the space. I was careful. In front 
of me was a Porsche, in back of me a BMW. As I

did this, a car driving in the lane just next to the 
parked cars saw my taillights. He slowed, then 
half a car length in front of my car, still in the 
lane, came to a stop. Clearly, he was now thinking 
this was his lucky day. I would leave and he 
would back in and take the spot. 

But then, quickly, another car pulled up in 
the lane next to me but half a car length behind 
my car. A parking fight was being set up. I was 
leaving, or so they thought, and then these two 
would fight over who got the space. 

I was upset by this turn of events, went back 
and forth one last time, felt I was now close 
enough, and then turned off the engine, opened 
the driver’s door and got out. I very carefully 
avoided eye contact with either of these potential 
crazies as I walked around my car to the sidewalk. 
I did not want to join the fight. I had already won 
the fight. It took a few moments for both drivers 
to realize what had just happened, and when they 
did, they drove off. 

Seating myself with the others in the 1770 
House, I relayed this hair-raising story to my wife 
and our friend. Our friend then told us a story 
about what had happened about the same time I 
was having my story. 

Believing there was no chance to park on the 
street, she was looking for a parking space in 


the Reutershan Parking Lot behind the stores on. 


Main Street. Her intention was to park there, and 


then walk the few hundred yards to 1770. 

“In the lot,” she said, “I found two spaces 
together, one beside the other, the only spaces 
in the lot. But as I approached these spaces, a 
man in a Ferrari zipped around me and turned 
in to park, taking up both spaces. The white line 
separating the spaces went right under the center 
of his car. 

“I was really angry at this. He got out of his 
car, and I pulled up and rolled down my driver’s 
window and asked him to move—take one space 
rather than both. He ignored me. I revved my 
engine and said it louder. He stopped. He said, 
‘I don’t want anybody’s door scratching the side 
of my car.’ 

“I grabbed my cellphone and held it up to — 
the window frame at him. ‘See this?’ I said. 
‘T have half a million followers. You are either 
going to move your car or I am going to make 
a video of you and your Ferrari and it will go 
viral. I’ve got your license plate in this. 
Everybody will know it’s you. Want me to post it? 
Your choice.’ 

“He thought about this a moment, got back 
in his car, backed up one car length and 
repositioned it so it took up just one spot. 
Then, before I could drive into the other, he quickly 
got outand withouttheslightest acknowledgement 
that anything unusual had just happened, 
walked away.”

Twenty Years Later 


The Nathaniel Rogers House Restoration Approaches Completion

he most expensive home ever built in 

the Hamptons is the Rennert mansion in 
Sagaponack. And at 110,000 square feet, it is the 
largest. It has also been thought to be the most 
expensive per square foot. The cost has been 
estimated at about $120 million. That translates 
to about $1,090 per square foot. 

However, the restoration of the Nathaniel 
Rogers House, built as a private home in 1840 
in the center of downtown Bridgehampton, is 
proving more costly per square foot, longer to 
complete and is still not done. Last week, it was 
announced that the last big round of fundraising, 
which was supposed to finish the building, had 
not done so. They will still need another half a 
million dollars. 

The Nathaniel Rogers House is only 6,000 
square feet, is on the National Register of 
Historic Places, and when finished will be 
the new headquarters of the Bridgehampton 
Museum. So far the restoration has cost about $11 
million. That’s $1,833 per square feet, and now 
rising again. 

In total cost it pales against what Ira Rennert 
is estimated to have spent to build his home 
for his family in Sagaponack. But the Rennert 
house, which includes statuary, paintings from 
the Renaissance and sculpture from antiquity, 
doesn’t even come close to the Nathaniel Rogers 
House project in dollars per square foot. 

As the years have rolled by, I often drive 
down Main Street from west to east and read 
the large billboard placed on the lawn of the 


Nathaniel Rogers House, describing in large 
letters the name of the company doing the work. 


I sometimes thought since no work was visibly 


being done, this company had signed on just to 
get their names facing the considerable oncoming 
traffic. They'd be up there for years. Then the 
billboard would come down and a billboard for a 
new company would go up for a few years. 

But I should have thought it through further. 
This building has been falling into disrepair for 
more than three-quarters of a century. In the late 
1960s, when I first started an edition of Dan’s 
Papers in Bridgehampton, I knocked on the side 
door—why it wasn’t the front door I will describe 
in a minute—and was let in by the owner of the 
place, John Hopping. There was a Hopping Real 
Estate sign alongside that side door. I wanted to 
sell him an ad in the paper. 

I still remember that occasion because I was 
very spooked to be inside that house. The place 
had already become a catastrophe. There were 
spider webs, stains on the walls, cracks in the 
ceiling, windows partially broken and held 
together with tape, and dust everywhere. A single 
lightbulb was screwed into an electric wire that 
came down from the 18-foot ceiling over his desk 
and chair. Somebody barefoot upstairs rattled 
around every once in a while. Hopping bought a 
small ad in the real estate section. 

The reason you couldn’t get in the front door 
was because the entire front lawn, or what would 
have originally been the front lawn, had a large 
gas station blocking it. Eastbound traffic could 
pull right in. When I later asked locals about this, 
I learned that Mr. Hopping had leased out the 


front lawn to pay for the whopping heating bills 
of that home. In addition to the gas station, some 
of the magnificent two-story-tall Greek Revival 
columns holding up the portico out front were 
crooked, but reinforced by raw two-by-fours 
attaching the columns to the house. 

That was the only ad that Hopping ever took, 
and after a second visit confirmed that, I decided 
I would not go back. Neighbors on Main Street 
told me Hopping lived there with his family and 
just couldn’t afford the... repairs, so that was 
that. In 2001, the New York Observer reported 
that Hopping had signed an agreement, pending 
approval, to sell the land to a developer who 
wanted to tear the house down and put a large 
shopping center in its place. The townspeople 
objected, and more than 300 letters went to the 
Town Board demanding they deny the shopping 
center project. They did. 

Two years later, in 2003, Hopping sold the 
place to the Town of Southampton for $3.1 
million. The Town said it was their intention to 
restore it using both private and town funds and 
lease it to the Bridgehampton Museum. Around 
2005, the lease ended with the gas station so 
that got bulldozed down. They also patched the 
home’s roof. 

People in charge say delays have been caused by 
inadequate fundraising, problems inside the walls, 
and technical issues. When done, the first floor 
will be devoted to whaling artifacts, paintings from 
local artists, auto racing memorabilia, and metal 
toys. The administrators will be on the second 
floor, and the heating and cooling equipment on the 
top floor. #&

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Adam Richman Returns to Dan’s GrillHampton

ost of my fondest cooking memories 

happened during the summer,’ TV 
personality, culinary traveler, cook and author 
Adam Richman told Dan’s Papers last year. We 
like to think that some of those memories now 
include Dan’s Taste of Summer, which Richman 
has participated in since 2016. Richman will 
return this year as celebrity judge of Dan’s 
GrillHampton presented by New York Prime Beef 
on Friday, July 19 at Fairview Farm at Mecox. As 
he prepares for the big night, Richman dishes on 
beers with Babe Ruth, discovering the Hamptons 


and getting your GrillHampton game face on.. 


In 2016, you said you had never been to the 
Hamptons in the summer, and you've been out 
here every for Dan’s Taste of Summer ever 
year since. How has your experience evolved 
over that time? What are some of you favorite 
ways to spend time out here? 

It’s been incredible. What I love is how the 
experience changes the further east you go out 
onto Long Island. Every town really has its own 
identity. It’s also kind of fascinating to see what 
businesses reflect the seaside communities that 
exist throughout the year, and the ones that 
I meant to cater to the city folk come in. It’s 
a great juxtaposition of chic urban style with 
warm “down-home” vibes. I love connecting 
with some of the other culinary talent that Dan’s 
Papers brings together—trying their restaurant 
recommendations and catching up, and so on. 
It’s also fun just exploring on my own and 
finding little shops and restaurants I’ve never 
seen before. 


What advice can you offer first-time 
GrillHampton attendees to get the most out of 
this event experience? 

Come hungry, and don’t let the lines for some 
of the food fool you. They move very quickly 
and everything is worth trying. Also, make sure 
you get as many business cards as you can, to 
try to visit these restaurants and these talented 
culinary professionals during the year! 


What advice can you offer the GrillHampton 
competing chefs, both for pleasing the guests 
and winning the competition? 

Stay true to your vision, but remember you are 
trying to please the crowd, as well. There has to be 
a balance between the singular vision of the chef, 
and trying to connect with hundreds of guests 
who are not familiar with your food or technique. 
Anything handheld is usually preferable to 
anything eaten with a fork, for sure—and making 
sure you have your stuff prepared ahead of time, 
as much as possible, is always appreciated! But 
above all else, have fun! 


What's the best thing about being a GrillHampton 
judge, and what's the toughest aspect? 

The best is meeting all the chefs and eating 
all the food, without question. Some of the 
ingredients that the chefs out east have access 
to are some of the best in the entire state. Plus, 
I don’t get to easily meet a lot of chefs from 
that area, being that I live in Brooklyn. The 
toughest? Picking the winner! There is a lot of 
talent at all of these competitions, and it’s hard 
to compare some dishes to others. It’s like apples 


and oranges sometimes. The taco competition 
[Dan’s Corona MonTaco] is slightly easier to 
judge since everything is roughly within the 
same format. 


What’s your comfort food and why? 

It really does change. Sometimes I want Thai 
green curry, sometimes I want bacon, egg and 
cheese on a Kaiser roll with well-done French fries, 
and sometimes nothing but chicken Parmesan 
will do. I think it really does depend upon the 
mood...and if I’m fighting off a hangover. 


If you could have a meal with any New York 
Yankee, living or dead, who would it be and 
what would the meal be? 

This is very tough! My favorite living Yankee 
is Mariano Rivera, so I might like to go for a 
traditionally Latin meal with him, but the idea 
of sharing a steak and a beer with Babe Ruth is 
pretty incredible. I love the food in New Orleans, 
so maybe eating with Goose Gossage and sharing 
some gumbo would be up on my list at very least 
as a back-up. 


What do you consider to be your greatest 
accomplishment and why? 

Wow. I suppose I’ve never really thought 
about it. I think pursuing my dreams to be in 
entertainment through many years of struggle 
and many people telling me not to is certainly up 
there. Paying off my student loans to Yale is also 
no small feat! 


When was the last time something you ate 
truly blew your mind? Can you describe it? 

Yes. I had a meal at Alter restaurant in 
Miami. [Executive chef] Brad Kilgore is a 
genius. I kid you not when I tell you there were 
moments in the meal I was brought to tears. 
That simply never happened before. The most 
straightforward way I can describe it is that 


he made me think about food and flavors in. 


a brand new way. When the meal starts with 


tzatziki ice cream, you know you're in for it! 


What is a culinary/dining/experiential dream 
you still have to fulfill? 

I have not been to Sukiyabashi Jiro in Tokyo, 
Noma in Copenhagen, and I really feel I need 
to explore a lot more in Vietnam and Japan. 
I’ve never eaten at any of the Joél Robuchon, 
restaurants either. 


When can we expect your next book and 
what’s the angle? 

Book-wise, I have a few things brewing. One of 
them is a collection of recipes for parents to make 
with kids. I don’t have any kids of my own, but I 
cook with all my younger relatives and friends 
of my children. That’s where my passion for the 
kitchen began and I would love to pay it forward. 
I have some other stuff, but ’'m going to keep it 
secret for now.... 


What do you find most rewarding about the 
career and life path you've chosen? 

Honestly, the places it has taken me, the 
people it’s brought me in contact with and 
how much it has taught me about the world a 
round me. I think that a lot of the anger and 
intolerance that this world is plagued by 
comes from people just being ignorant about the 
world around them. I feel it has truly made me 
a better person to come in contact with people 
with whom I have no common thread, be it a 
fisherman in South Africa, a farmer in Arkansas, 
a rancher in Alberta Canada or a hard-working 
jazz musician in Louisiana. Seeing the world 
through their eyes allows me to bring a lot more 
to my life. And what I strive to do with all of my 
books and all of my shows is to show that despite 
our differences, we are more alike than most 
people think. ga

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Shaping Judaism for the Next Generation on the East End

he Jewish Center of the Hamptons (JCOH) 

in East Hampton is, as Rabbi Josh Franklin 
calls it, “post-denominational.” Rather than 
shoehorn themselves into labels like Reform, 
Conservative or Orthodox,. the JCOH promotes 
inclusivity among the Jewish community and 
hopes that everyone will feel comfortable and 
find a place there. For Franklin, community is a 
vital part of being Jewish. 

“I’m actually in my third summer now in the 
Jewish Center of the Hamptons,” Franklin says. 
“Some people still call me the ‘new rabbi but I’m 
finally starting to feel less new and more like I’m 
finally finding my feet. I came here after serving

for four years as a rabbi in Massachusetts, where 
I was one of four rabbis at a large congregation.” 
While JCOH has a smaller congregation than at 
his last temple, Franklin still finds that there’s an 
active and lively community in East Hampton. 
“It’s still a pretty significant place where there’s 
a lot of things happening and there’s a lot of fun 
events and programming,” he says. 

Franklin grew up in Yonkers and had a strong 
Jewish upbringing, being the son of a rabbi. “I 
always say I’m a rabbi despite my dad being a 
rabbi. It’s difficult being a rabbi’s son. I don’t 
think I’m alone in that,” he says. “I traveled to 
Israel and studied abroad for a summer, taught 
at a local religious school, and before I knew it 
I really started immersing myself in Judaism in

ways that were beyond academics, beyond going 
to synagogue and becoming involved in college 
Hillel. I wanted to make an impact in the Jewish 
community. I wanted to do more than academia. 
I wanted to lead a community and help shape 
Judaism for the next generation.” 

But how does one go about courting the next 
generation of congregants, when as a society 
people are drifting further away from organized 
religion? “I think Judaism is an amazing product 
that often has bad packaging,” Franklin says. “It’s

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kind of like Apple, in some ways, in the 90s, where 
people said, ‘It’s a great product,’ but nobody was 
buying Apple. By that I mean people say, it’s a 
religion and millennials and younger Jews just 
aren't into religion right now. But it’s more than 
just religion—it has cultural implications, it’s 
a place where you find community, it’s a place 
that helps you answer some of life’s deepest 
questions, it’s a spiritual center, it’s where you 
learn about things that are beyond the mundane. 
A synagogue is a place where people go to find 
meaning in their life and also to better the 
community around them and build community 
and relationships with each other.” 
A large part of community is inclusivity, and 
Franklin is proud of JCOH in that respect. “We 
just celebrated Pride,” he says. “Hanging outside 
4 the center was a giant Pride flag with a Star of 
; David in the middle. That was more than just a 
symbol; it also reflected programming throughout 
the week.” At JCOH’s weekly Thursday Night 
Salon series, journalist Michael Musto spoke 
with out Rabbi Lyle Rothman about being gay 
in today’s world, as well as what it means to be 
a gay Jew. “We hung our Pride flag out on the 
beach during Shabbat on the Beach, and on 
_ Saturday morning I gave a sermon that was about 
making sure that the fringes of our community 
have a place and feel a sense of comfort in the 
community. We consider ourselves a community 
that’s open to people regardless of race, gender, 
sexual orientation, people with disabilities—we 
want to be as inclusive as possible.” 

The Thursday Night Salon series is just one of 
JCOH’s unique and dynamic programs that are 
offered throughout the summer. “When people 
come out to the Hamptons, there’s only so much 
of the beach or pool beyond going out to a party,” 
Franklin says with a laugh. “We want to be the 
place where people can come for intellectual 
conversation or programs, where they can 
come to find spirituality. They might go to yoga 


or SoulCycle in the morning then join us for 
Shabbat on the Beach in the evening. On top of 
that, we’ve been doing the Summer Institute for 
a number of years now, and each year we bring 
in different people that touch on different aspects 
of being Jewish. For some, that’s Israel-related, 
for some, that’s movies, for some, that’s learning. 
Every single person has different entry ways into 
the community.” 

Franklin believes that one of the things that most 
sets JCOH apart from other Jewish organizations 
on the East End is their approach to engaging 
people. “It’s a Jewish experience unlike any 
{most] have had before. Part of it is fusing what 
it means to live out in the Hamptons with what it 
means to be Jewish,” he says. “I think the thing 


that people don’t know they need until they have 
it in this day and age is community. Very few 
places can offer an authentic, warm, welcoming 
and inclusive community. And if you come to an 
event: at the Jewish Center of the Hamptons, if 
you join us for worship, that’s what you'll find—a 
sense of belonging that you don’t find in too 
many other avenues of life. That’s something we 
believe impacts people and connects them deeply 
and roots them and we hope that whoever’s out 
there will come join our community and find 
their center with us.”

Three Key 
Questions to Ask 


Your Agent, as a 
Buyer or Seller 


How well do you know the market? Who’s going to be showing my house? At what price 
should I list? Our panel of experts explain what buyers and sellers need to ask. 


Buyers, before you meet with a 
prospective broker, you should simply 
go online and research the broker. 
Then ask, how knowledgeable are you 
on the market? Can you educate me 
on areas available in my potential 
price range? How do you differ from 
the competition? 

The same applies to sellers— 
research your broker's recent sales 
and current listings. Pricing and 
exposure are the essential elements 
for selling a property. Therefore, 
sellers should ask: What is the right 
price to sell my property? How will 
you market my property? What 
should I do to prepare my property 
for sale/showing: repair/renovations, 
addressing potential inspection issues 
and staging? 
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Buyers should ask their broker for 
testimonials from past buyers to see 
how they work with clients. They 
should make sure everyone is on the 
same page, and finally, they should 
ask what benefit they get from 
working with that particular broker. 

Sellers should be asking what exactly 
their broker will do for them to sell 
their house, how they will do it (to 
make sure they follow through) and 
for a thorough CMA (comparative 
market analysis) showing that the 
broker truly understands the market 
on their particular property 


The buyer should ask, why should I buy 


in this market and which areas in my 
budget will bring the best return when 
I want to sell? How well do you know 
these areas? What additional expenses 
will T have to budget for, such as 
transfer costs? Can you recommend 
an attorney and inspector? 

Sellers should ask what kinds of 
things they should do to sell their 
houses in this market, such as repairs, 
decluttering, depersonalizing, and 
improving curb appeal. Finally, they 
should ask what price will get the most 
traction for their house in this market. 


The truth is, three questions are the 
tip of the iceberg. A prospective buyer 
should ask a million questions or 
more. A good broker’s greatest asset 
is the ability to listen carefully. The 
more questions a customer asks, the 
better their broker can help them on 
their search. When your broker acts 
annoyed when you ask “too many 
questions,” it’s time to find a different 
broker! 

As for sellers, two questions come to 
mind. Now that so many agents have 
formed teams, before you choose a 
team, the seller should ask specifically 
“Who will really be showing my 
house?” 

A seller should no longer be asking, 
“What can I get for my house?” A 
buyer should be asking, “At what price 
should we be listing my house to get 
it sold?” You don’t call a broker to list 
your house, you call a broker to sell 
your house! The days of list, pray, wait 
are over. The best thing a person can 
do when selling a house is get it in 
their rearview mirror.

The one question that is asked of most 
agents concerns pricing. What can I 
sell it for and what can | buy it for? 
Sounds simple, but like all things, it 
depends. Is it a rising market—more 
demand than supply—or a decreasing 
market, more supply than demand. 
My recommendation to sellers is to 
lead the market and not to follow 

it. If the market is rising, price your 
home above the last comparative 

sale. The opposite is true for a down 
market. Price your home below the last 
comparative sale. Our market today 

is over-supplied. I have seen sellers 
who priced their homes at what their 
neighbors sold for two years ago and 
then have to lower it over and over as 
the market decreases . 


QUESTIONS 10 ASK YOUR AGENT

Every buyer should ask their broker 
about their experience—how long 
have they been a broker in the 
Hamptons—and knowledge. A broker 
should talk to a buyer about the 
market, specifically the market they're 
interested in, and tell them what’s 
available and what has sold. Also, not 
a question, but rather a gut feeling: 
Do you feel good about this broker? 
You'll be spending a good amount of 
time with him/her, so it would be best 
if you liked who they are and how 
they do their business. 

Every seller should ask their broker 
the same three questions, along with: 
How much time and attention will 
you be giving my listing? Does your 
firm have a marketing department 
and/or professional photographers? 
The web has certainly leveled the 
playing field for exposure, but how 
that information is formulated and 
projected is important. Most of all, 
sellers should make sure their brokers 
have negotiation skills. It’s the last 
thing to develop in any broker, yet so 
very important.

0 t Bayberry Land in Southampton: 314 acres of monumental gardens. 
A main house with 11 bedrooms, 11 baths, 11 chimneys, and a large 
ballroom. There was also the main garage, gatehouse, caretaker’s cottage, 
hunting lodge, stables, secondary two-car garage with pump house, and 
tennis court. It was assessed as the most valuable property in 
Southampton in 1918. 


Let’s take a look at some of the greatest mansions and gardens of the 
Hamptons of yesterday. 


Bayberry Land was at present-day Sebonac Road, on the bay. It was built in 
1918; grounds were designed by Marian Cruger Coffin, a pioneer in the field 
of landscape architecture. Charles Sabin was a banker, while his wife, Pauline 
Morton Sabin, was a political activist and a significant leader in the fight to 


repeal Prohibition. In 1949, the property was purchased by the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers (IBEW) to serve as a convalescent home for 
electrical workers. The IBEW sold the property in 2001 to a developer, who 
created the Sebonack Golf Club on the property. 


Meadow Lane, then as now, was full of great estates. One was known as Villa 
Maria (of course, this was a different house than the one now on Montauk 
Highway). This house was designed by architect Edward P. Mellon (yes, of the 
banking family) for himself c. 1919 in the Italian style. (As we'll see, Italianate 
style was all the rage for country homes a hundred years ago. To add to the 
Italian feel, Mellon installed a blue plaster fanlight above the door with a 
bas-relief of the Madonna and Child, imported stone mantels from Perugia, 
and hung an 18th-century blue-and-gold frieze salvaged from the Palazzo 
Torlonia,) The property ranged from the ocean to the bay, with a bayside

boathouse and dock, both demolished. The house itself was demolished in 
1954 and rebuilt about 40 years later. 


Those who didn’t want an Italian feel to their property included famous 
Americana collector Henry Francis du Pont and his wife, Ruth Wales du Pont. 
They wanted “an American house,” with architectural elements largely from 
Chestertown, Maryland. The place was known as Chestertown House and was 
also on Meadow Lane. After du Pont’s 1969 death, the house was purchased 
by Andy Warhol’s protégée Baby Jane Holzer, who promptly defaulted on 
the mortgage. Then Barry Trupin, infamous financier, rebuilt the house into a 
place known as Dragon’s Head in the 1980s, to the horror of Southampton 
society. After Trupin went to jail, Calvin Klein bought the property, razed 
Dragon’s Head, and built a minimalist glass box in its place.

Villa Mille Fiori was built 1910 for attorney Albert Barnes Boardman by 
architects Hill & Stout on Great Plains Road in Southampton. It was a 
24-room, four-story house based on the Villa de Medici in Rome. Six bedroom 
suites overlooked an Italian Renaissance garden. It cost $250,000 to build, 
and was sold at auction in 1938 for $16,000. The main house was torn down 
in the 1960s, but eight acres of the estate are still left; they sold for $11.8 
million in 2018. 


The original Wooldon Manor was enormous, oceanfront on Gin Lane. Yes, 
you heard that Wooldon Manor sold for $80 million several years ago, but 
that was the pool house to the original mansion. You can see why it was 
called the most opulent home in the Hamptons.

The original house was built in 1900 for Dr. Peter Wyckoff. Dr. Wyckoff 
sold the house in 1928 to Jessie Woolworth Donahue, the daughter of F.W. 
Woolworth, the founder of Woolworth’s, Jessie renovated and expanded 
the estate, building the pool house in 1930, and of course renamed the 
estate after herself. The last owner of the whole estate was Edmund Lynch 
of Merrill Lynch. After his death in 1941, the mansion was pulled down, the 
estate subdivided, and the outbuildings turned into residences. 


Black Point, on Old Town Road in Southampton, was the 60-acre estate 
of Col. H.H. Rogers, heir to a banking and Standard Oil fortune, and he 
was the father of midcentury fashion icon Millicent Rogers. The house 
was designed by Walker and Gillette, built in 1914, and the grounds were 
designed by the Olmsted brothers. 
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Southampton, Long Island, N. Y. 


Moving on to North Haven, Andelmans was designed for Joseph Fahys 
by Montrose W. Morris c. 1889. Fahys was founder and president of 
Joseph Fahys & Co., founder of the New York Jewelers’ Board of Trade 
and the first president of the Watchcase Manufacturers’ Association. (Yep 
that’s right, owner of the Sag Harbor Watchcase Factory.) The house was 
eventually demolished. Later Tommy Mottola of Sony Music lived in the 
carriage house.

Now we're in East Hampton. Kyalami, which means “home” in Zulu, was 
built in 1902 for actor John Drew, uncle of the Barrymores. (And yes, the 
theater at Guild Hall is named after him.) It was located on Lily Pond Lane. 
Kyalami had 12 bedrooms—six for the family, six for the servants. After 
the house was finished, Drew ordered a miniature copy of it to serve as 


oe 


a portable bathhouse. It was rolled down to the beach in June and brought 
back in the fall. Kyalami was was demolished in the 1940s. 


The Dr. Clarence C. Rice house was designed by Grosvenor Atterbury 
c. 1899. Rice, an ear, nose and throat specialist, was the house doctor for the 
Metropolitan and Hammerstein Opera Houses and treated Lillian Russell and 
Enrico Carsuo. The house, on Hither Lane, burned down in 1912. Later the 
carriage house was owned by Evan Frankel and called Brigadoon, after he 
invested in the Broadway play. 


The Dunes was originally on 600 acres between Hook Pond and the Atlantic 
Ocean. It included a famous Italian sunken garden, where Mrs Wiborg and

her daughters loved to plant. One daughter, Sara, married leather heit Gerald 
Murphy and become a Jazz Age socialite whose circle of friends included 
Ernest Hemingway, Cole Porter, Dorothy Parker and Pablo Picasso. 


Sadly, the Dunes suffered the same fate for the same reason most of these 
great estates did: demolition because times had changed and it was too 
expensive to keep the place up. Much of the house was damaged in the 1938 
hurricane, and it was finally torn down by Gerald and Sara Murphy in 1942 
when the Murphys couldn’t rent or sell the enormous house. The servants’ 
quarters and garage remained. It was known as the Pink House when the 
Murphys’ daughter painted the stucco exterior pink, but was itself demolished 


in 2010. However, the name Wiborg still lives on in the nearby beach.

“The idea that a piece of furniture could be a vehicle for artistic 
exploration is not foreign to me,” Yektai says, explaining that his 
father, abstract expressionist painter Manoucher Yektai, introduced 
him to the boundless wonders of art at a young age, and it remained 
a central part of his world. While his younger brother Darius followed 
their father’s path to painting, Nico unlocked his creativity working 
with wood—first building tree houses before eventually landing on the 
visually sophisticated and solidly built one-of-a-kind benches, tables and 
chairs he now makes for a wide range of clients and collectors. Since 
the beginning, Yektai instinctively understood his work transcended 
function or design. 


Early in his journey as a contemporary maker, during his graduate 
studies at Rochester Institute of Technology’s School for American 
Crafts (SAC), Yektai visited the widow of late furniture artist Wharton 
Esherick on a school trip and learned that the master woodworker 
signed all his pieces, like a painter signs a canvas. “The minute I saw 
how he signed his work, I thought, that’s it,” he recalls. “I did that from 


the start.”

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As he left school and set out on his own in 1995, Yektai wanted to use new 
materials to make outdoor benches that could handle the ravages of time and 
the elements—something for which he’s now well known. The young artist 
turned to concrete and went about learning everything he could about shaping 
and coloring what would become a signature part of his oeuvre. After three 

or four years, he gained expertise in “the science of the mix” and the counter- 
intuitive practice of “working inside out” on foam and wooden molds, creating 
negative space to fill with concrete. 


Works such as Yektai’s concrete and wood “Wave” benches offer a wonderful 
balance of natural and man-made materials in clean, physics-defying 
compositions. But close inspection of each unique bench reveals vestiges of the 
artist's hand and things left to chance, such as random air-bubble pits in the 
otherwise smooth, concrete base. “I don’t mind the honesty of my materials,” 
Yektai says, pointing out imperfections as an important part of his final product, 
making it unique from any others in the series. “I could fill them,” he says, but 
“When something doesn’t come out perfectly, it helps nudge what comes next. 
These things help me come off of my best laid plans.” 


Yektai rarely sketches ideas, preferring instead to make small, almost dollhouse 
sized maquettes of furniture he hopes to build. But he also works like a fine artist, 
learning to adapt and evolve, making changes during the creation process. Still, 
the conceit of a bench or a table or a chest of drawers helps Yektai move ahead 
with any given project. “Function doesn’t limit me, but actually sets me free,” he 
says, noting later, “It gives you a starting point.” 


Over the past decade, Yektai has also made purely sculptural forms with no 
function. “They were difficult for me,” he says, pointing to a small model of 

his wooden sculpture, “Helix,” in his Sag Harbor studio. “In the end it was 
craftsmanship that helped me get organized in the absence of function,” Yektai 
explains, noting that the sculpture ultimately informed his approach to functional 
pieces in a totally new way. “In general, that’s the reward of going outside my 
comfort zone—it improves everything that I do.” 


These skills are especially helpful when Yektai is creating objects for clients, 

often solving design problems or completing a room for homeowners in need 

of a solution. He describes making pieces to suit any need, designing furniture 

to welcome people or even whisk them out the door. And no matter what he 
creates, Yektai always leaves his mark, whether it’s the signature he carves or the 
imperfections acknowledging his hand at work. “It’s a record, and it shows I can’t 
be replaced,” he says. “I want to have evidence that I was there.”

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have traditionally demanded prepaid rent from tenants on seasonal rentals. If you rented your property for a three-month term, 
say from July to October, on lease signing, you'd traditionally demand that the tenant provide you with a check for the entire 
period’s rental fees together with an executed lease or you’d refuse to rent your property to that tenant for that period. So, at 
lease signing, a tenant would traditionally need to have enough money for the entire rental period plus an additional month’s 
worth of rent for the security deposit. That tradition, of receiving prepaid rent for the entirety of the rental period plus the 
security deposit at lease signing, was ended on June 14, 2019. 


On June 14 2019, Governor Cuomo signed into law the Housing Stability and Tenant Protection Act of 2019. Much has 
been made of this new law as it relates to regulated apartments and conversions of apartments into condominiums and 
cooperatives. However, a lesser discussed aspect of the law is how it will impact rentals on the East End of Long Island. 


Perhaps the greatest impact that the Housing Stability and Tenant Protection Act of 2019 will have on the East End of Long 

Island is that it will cause the end of prepaid seasonal rentals. Starting on July 14, 2019, the effective date of the applicable 

aspects of the law, landlords are capped on security deposits and advances at a cumulative total of one month’s worth of rent. 

An advance means prepaid rent. So, as a result of this cap, landlords will be forced to bill their tenants monthly and collect rent 

on a monthly basis because they can no longer collect prepaid rent. In compliance with the new law, rent will be due when use 

and occupancy occurs rather than in advance as the industry traditionally operated on the East End. hdd

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rather than taking the entirety of the rent as a full advance payment poses a great collectability risk for landlords because 
landlords now lose immense leverage to force tenants to pay all of their rent. The reason that leverage is lost is because 

a landlord can no longer withhold the rental property if a tenant doesn’t pay rent. Stated otherwise, once a tenant is in 
possession, @ non-paying tenant can only be addressed through an eviction proceeding retroactively. Landlords faced with this 
increased risk are going to need to adjust the industry or risk going out of business. In adjusting the industry, tenants should 
expect that landlords will pass their increased risk, in whole or in part, to their tenants in the form of increases in rent. 


Increases in rent are also necessary because the new law further creates risks for landlords in the form of restrictions on tenant 
screening, caps on late fees ($50) and increased notice / time requirements for evictions. Even worse, the new law renders an 
eviction proceeding moot whenever the tenant pays the landlord the full amount of rent due at any time prior to the hearing 
on the eviction. As a result, a non-paying tenant can remain in the property, rent free, until the landlord commences an eviction 
proceeding and even then, at the eleventh hour before the hearing, the tenant can avoid the eviction by paying the back rent. 
Clearly, rents are going to go up to account for this increased risk. 


Beyond increased rent, what other choices do landlords have to absorb this increased risk? The law is careful to block ways 

to circumvent the laws new restrictions. The Housing Stability and Tenant Protection Act of 2019 prohibits landlords from 

charging any other payment, fee or charge before or at the beginning of the tenancy. Therefore, a simple “calling it something 

else” won’t work. Then the law restricts what can be recovered in an eviction proceeding to only the base rent by stating that 

“no fees, charges or penalties other than rent may be sought.” Further, the law empowers the Attorney General to prosecute 

violators and to collect statutory penalties for such violations. So, it appears that the only answer for landlords faced with this 

increased risk is to increase rent. Ironically, tenants, who the law was designed to protect, may turn out to be the ones who are 

the biggest losers under the new law. Only time will tell. Regardless, landlords and tenant should realize that it’s a good thing to 

know alittle something call the law. me Rs

Eric Firestone opened his eponymous gallery on Newtown Lane in East Hampton in 2010 and Eric Firestone Loft in 2015 on Great Jones Street in New York 
City. Exhibiting post-war and contemporary artists, one speciality of the galley is re-examining historic work and major figures deserving of reintroduction. 


Firestone and his family live in East Hampton. 


What brought you to the Hamptons? 

I've been here almost 10 years now. I was doing business here at the 
Hamptons Art Fair and just fell in love with the area. I was living in Arizona 
and thought that it would be a great opportunity to pick up my life with my 
family and take a shot at coming to the Hamptons. 

We specifically chose East Hampton versus New York City, which would be 
a more natural place for a gallery to open, because we just fell in love with the 
small-town feel, the village feeling, with the beaches and so on. We were very 
fortunate when we opened the gallery space in 2010 to be able to offer such 
an incredible space to use for exhibitions. 


How did you get into the art business? 
I opened a gallery when I was 22 years old in Arizona. I was dragged to 
a lot of art and antique shows as a child. And obviously that influenced me. 
And that’s why I’m kind of broad about what I like artistically, not necessarily 
one specific thing. It just has to be something that I feel I could be really 
enthusiastically behind if I’m going to show it. 


Are you an artist yourself? 
No, but I have a strong curatorial kind of vision about how to present

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works. I feel like that’s an art in itself. It’s something that I feel I was gifted 
with. It isn’t something you can learn from a book. You have to have a natural 
instinct, and that’s my art. 


1: You eventually did open a gallery in the city. What differences do 
you see between the two audiences and the kinds of shows that you 
put on? 

EF The big difference between the city and East Hampton is access to 
institutions and critics, so they can see what I’m doing. I don’t want to slight 
the Hamptons, but The New York Times or ArtForum aren’t writing reviews 
of shows out in the Hamptons. The gallery in the city has been getting quite 
a bit of press, but more importantly it’s been getting a lot of institutional 
support. I only do two to the three shows a year in New York, and they tend 
to be pretty long-running shows, so again there’s an opportunity for the work 
to be really seen and contemplated, so to speak. The big difference is just 
accessibility to the larger mass of the art world. 

In East Hampton, I keep my doors open year-round, I don’t close shop.

look at work but has no intention of buying it. I pride myself on having that 
amount of visibility and accessibility with the gallery.

And then Elena Glinn, because 
she tells such great stories about being a kid growing up in the Hamptons.

s | think the entire country 

knows, in the year 2010, Coopers 
Beach in Southampton was selected as the 
Most Beautiful Beach in America. The honor 
was bestowed by Dr. Steven Leatherman, also 
known as “Dr. Beach,” who has for the last 
2| years from his perch as Director of Florida 
International University’s Laboratory for 
Coastal Research, visited thousands of beaches 
around the country and evaluated them 
scientifically in 50 different categories. These 
include the quality of the sand, the cleanliness 
of the facilities, the beauty of the surroundings, 
the weather, the crowds, the quality of the 
water and so forth and so on. 

At that time, Coopers Beach was rated #I, 
and East Hampton Main Beach was rated #5 
by Dr. Beach, up from #6 the previous year. 
Many think that the classic lines of Main 
Beach are superior to those at Coopers, but 
then, having two beaches in the top IO of the 
thousands and thousands of beaches that Dr. 
Beach had sifted through (so to speak), was 


certainly something. Mayor Mark Epley and 
the Southampton Chamber of Commerce 

were very proud and made the most of the #1 
designation in publicity and marketing around 
the country. It’s believed the designation 
improves visitor totals by 20% or more. Indeed 
it is quite an honor. 

Well, that was last year. A week ago, the 
ratings came out for 20il and this time Main 
Beach in East Hampton is #4, up from #5. As 
for Southampton, it is nowhere. It is gone, no 
longer anywhere on the top 10 at all. It’s an 
astonishing thing. Here it was in 2010 that the 
groundskeepers and trash removal people and 
the pavilion people and the beachboys and 
lifeguards worked and worked and worked 
to make Coopers Beach #1. And after the 
designation, of course, they worked even 
harder. What could go wrong? So what the hell? 

Had Dr. Beach come by earlier this summer 
on that terrible day when herds of endangered 
piping plover birds had landed on the beach 
and pooped everywhere and nobody was

allowed to clean up the mess because of where 
it came from? 

| remember that day and the days that 
followed. It was pretty awful.But you’d think for 
that transgression it might have dropped to #4 
or #5. But all the way off the Top Ten? 

Dr. Beach spends his days—and he has said 
he thinks he has the best job in the world— 
tromping around on the various beaches 
everywhere making his careful ratings. He goes 
to all the beaches incognito so as not to be 
bothered when he makes his measurements 
and ratings. (Everybody is in bathing suits—so 
he shows up in a black cape and sunglasses?) 
It’s on the up and up. 

The news of the toppling of Coopers Beach 
from #l was announced on May 27 in an article 
in The New York Post.

But still, 
BP crews continue to scour all the nearby 
beaches, including Siesta, looking for scattered 
tar balls. It’s also true that there are condos 
within view of this beach, which is not good for 
a rating, and there is an 800-car parking lot, 
which usually gets full to overflowing by late 
morning. Apparently, the place is packed. 
Dr. Beach at his press conference noted that

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2010 it was knocked off the list because, as Dr. 
Beach said, it was in “the line of fire,” of the 

oil slick. But then, when it dodged that bullet, 
there it was again, ta da, in 2OIl, now #I. 

“Even when the oil spill occurred, | said oil is 
not going to get to the Sarasota beaches and 
southwest Florida,” Dr. Beach said, ignoring 
the fact that what he really did was pull Siesta 
from his list as the oil slick approached. “A big 
loop current trapped the oil 100 miles offshore. 
And the oil just spun and spun in the Gulf, and, 
in fact, right now we can hardly find any of it, 
even in the areas which did have oil and tar on 
the beaches in the Panhandle.” 

It’s interesting to note that Dr. Beach, in 
addition to rating all of America’s beaches 
every year, offers a service to each of the 
communities around the country that are 
in charge of beaches. For $800 a year, Dr. 
Beach will provide a monthly evaluation of a 
beach.:What he gets in every month are “self- 
reported” data from the beach owners. He then 
replies and issues his advice on maintaining 
environmental quality through “proactive 
management.” He is, after all, the expert on 
keeping participating beaches nice and tidy and 
spruced up to look their best—although their 
participation in this service does not, he says, 
get them any special treatment when it comes 
time for him to evaluate the top 10. He accepts 
no money when he rates the top /0. 

As it turns out, the problem with Coopers 
Beach slipping all the way off the radar has 
nothing to do with anything other than the 
rules that Dr. Beach set up when he began 
rating beaches 2I years ago. The rules state 
that when a beach wins the #1 spot, it is from 
that year forward no longer eligible to be 
considered again. 

That’s right. This is not a contest where 
every year ail the beaches in the country are 
evaluated against one another again and again. 
It is not possible to be #1 in one particular year 
and then #1 the next year or even #10 the next 
year. The winning beach is simply banished! It 
would be as if the Yankees, winning the World 
Series, would then be dropped from the Major 
Leagues and not ever allowed to compete 
again. What kind of cockamamie rule is this? 

What Dr. Beach really is saying is that since 
this is his 2ist year making this award, there 
are 20 beaches in America that are better than 
Coopers. Coopers. is ranked #2I and Siesta #22 
if you think about it. They’re way down the list. 

This bodes very badly for Main Beach, East 
Hampton. It’s now #4, up from #5. Before that 


_it was #6 and #7. East Hampton Main Beach 


is marching headlong into a Kiss of Death. It 
happened to Coopers. It will, it seems, soon 
happen to Main. 

| think the East Hampton Village Board should 
send a letter to Dr. Beach declaring that under 
no circumstances should they ever be rated #I. 
Rate them #1I and they sue. Number 2 is nice. 
Maybe every year #2 would be nice. Always the 
bridesmaid, but never the bride. | wonder what 
Dr. Beach would say to that?

Now where can you 
get all of this in one spectacular place? All I have 
to do to be inspired here on Long Island is to take — 
a look around and see how beautiful this place 
really is. 


Talk a little about your artistic process. 

When I am not working on one of my pet portrait 
commissions (I specialize in pet portraiture), 
my artistic process normally entails a narrative 
that speaks to me and my audience. It’s usually 
surrounded in nature and life’s experiences. 
Normally, I get an idea that I feel the need to 
record on paper or canvas. That’s the beginning 
of the process. 

For the painting I created for the cover of Dan’s 
Taste of Summer, I was given several suggestions 
of what the South and North Forks offer to 
both the residents and visitors. There were so 
many possibilities. That’s what made it both 
challenging and exciting to me. I spent a great 
deal of time and research on just what I was going 
to create...I envisioned the cover in my mind. I 
knew what I wanted, but I now had to execute 
my vision. This part of the process was very 
time consuming and critical to what I was going 
to convey to my audience. The next part of the 
process was putting the ideas I had together—the 
history of the windmill, the activity of biking, the 
beauty of the vineyards and bounty of the local 
farms...all of these things afforded me a picture 
plane of what I call “A Day in the Hamptons.” 
Once I achieved what I wanted to express on the 
canvas I started sketching. My sketches were 
small and independent of one another. Moving 
my ideas and sketches to the canvas was the next 
part of the process. As my ideas gradually came 
to life on the canvas, I felt a sense of excitement. 
Once I had achieved what I had envisioned, I 
began to paint my under-painting. Tweaking and 
modifying as I painted, I continued this process. 
As soon as I liked what I saw and I had achieved 
the narrative I had tried to convey on the picture 
plane, I continued to paint until I felt satisfied 
with the results. The entire process took several 
weeks until I was fully satisfied with my painting. 


What most inspires you? 
I think that what inspires me most is the

Although 
my style is mostly a 
personal narrative 
representation, I enjoy 
the feeling that I get 
when people view my 
work and walk away 
with their own story. 
When someone can 
walk up to one of my 
paintings and become 
inspired or moved by what 
he or she sees, that gives me such a feeling 
of delight. My narrative paintings give me the 
greatest joy and satisfaction. To me it’s not only 
the process and technique, but what is conveyed 
on the canvas that moves the viewer to think and 
write his or her own story about what is viewed. 
This always keeps me creating and tee 
ideas on the canvas. 


What was it like having your work featured on 


The Ellen Show? 

Having my work of art featured on The 
Ellen Show was the ultimate! It was such a 
surprise. I didn’t know that she was going 
to feature my painting. I remember I was at 
the veterinarian with one of my dogs and a 
friend called me to tell me that Ellen was talking 
about me and showed my painting on the show. 
When I spoke with Ellen’s personal assistant, 
he told me that she loved the work 
“Ellen Squared” and wanted to feature it on her 
show! WOW! How great is that? She liked it so 
much that she hung it outside of the producers’ 
office. She also has another painting called 
“Lost Soles” which she hung in her office. It’s a 
painting of socks without a mate swirling around 
in the picture plane. Ellen owns two more of my 
paintings, both are still life paintings. When I met 
Ellen, she hugged me so hard and told me that 
she loved my work! That meant the world to me! 


How does living on Long Island 
inform your work? 

From the minute I wake up in the morning until I 
go to bed, I’m inspired by all that surrounds me here 
on Long Island. I’m never, ever at a loss for ideas and 
information. We have the changing of the seasons, the 
beaches, the farms, the vineyards and the beauty of the 
land and sea that, I feel, makes Long Island a complete 
place to live and create in. All of this and more inspires 
me and informs me to continue creating and learning.

icola Harrison’s debut novel, Montauk (St. 

Martin’s Press/Macmillan), tells the story of a 
married woman, Beatrice Bordeaux, who travels to 
the seaside village in the summer of 1938 in the hopes 
of spending time with 
her husband, Harry. 
Unfortunately, Harry’s 
plans to further his 
investment in Montauk 
as a resort destination 
mean that he'll be 
spending more time in 
the city and Beatrice 
will be stuck with high 
society women she has 
nothing in common with 
at Montauk Manor. Over 
the course of the fateful 
summer, Beatrice finds 
herself falling for a new 
man and reigniting the 
purpose in life she lost 
when she got married. 

Harrison, who received 

her MFA in creative writing 
at Stony Brook University, 
did extensive research for 
Montauk. “I knew about 
[developer] Carl Fisher and 
everything, but I learned 
a lot more about how he 
turned Miami into what it is 
now,” Harrison says. “And 
then he bought the land in

Montauk. I just thought that was a really interesting 
backdrop. In some ways that mirrors what’s going 
on right now, you know, it’s not that Montauk is 
becoming more developed, but 
_ it’s fancier and more popular. 
And I just thought that that 
was an interesting time in 
_ history that went down—and 
then also the hurricane of 
1938.” Harrison, who was born 
in the UK, was surprised to 
earn that Fisher’s inspiration 
for Montauk’s development 
ncluded England. “Carl Fisher 
said that Montauk reminded 
him of the English Moors. 
o he wanted to create this 
udor-style castle by the sea. 
_ I thought it was interesting 
_ that it looks out of place 
_ with these amazing views. 
+ So I just created this story 
“around that.” 
_ During her research for 
the book, Harrison was in 
_ touch with locals, including 
" some who were in Montauk 
for the 1938 hurricane, 
_ which is a significant part 
_of the story. Henry Osmers, 
ho wrote On _ Eagle’s 
_ Beak about the Montauk 
ighthouse, told Harrison 
~ about his own experience 
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with the hurricane. “He remembered going to school 
that morning and it being a perfectly clear day. It just 
came out of nowhere,” she says. “No one was expecting 
that storm. That’s why it was so devastating—no one 
prepared for it no one knew it was coming.” 

Harrison also spoke with local Vinnie Grimes. “He 
and his wife grew up in Montauk their whole lives,” 
she says. “He told me when the summer guests from 
New York first started coming out, he and his friends 
would want to make a few extra bucks here and there, 
so they would be the entertainment for them. He said 
they would go down to wherever they were, like the 
Surf Club or whatever, and they would put on these 
sort of shows. They would tie themselves into a potato 
sack and have their friend throw them into the deep 
end of the pool and have people time them to see how 
long it would take to untie them and swim back to the 
surface. Another thing he told me about was this greasy . 


‘pig contest. So I took details from these stories and 


incorporated them into the book.” 

Prior to writing Montauk, Harrison worked as a 
journalist. “I was focused on fashion and style,” she 
says. “I used to be the style writer for Forbes. I had 
a column at Lucky. I worked for a trade publication 
for menswear called MR. I was always writing, and 
on the side, I was taking creative writing classes and 
working on fiction and things like that.” Harrison 
decided to pursue creative writing after participating in 
the Southampton Writers Conference at Stony Brook 
Southampton. “I learned about the MFA program and 
thought, ‘I’m going to do this.” gp
